BERLIN, Sept. 19—A call for unlimited bomb w arfare on England 
in retaliation for the reported bombing of a German hospital was 
sounded in the German press today. 
It followed cautious hints that th# aerial struggle might go on 
through the winter, but with new pressure of some sort on other “vul- 
nerable” points of the British Em 
pire. 
Der Angriff, Propaganda M inister 
Goebbels’ paper, demanded thous­ 
andfold retaliation for the bomb­ 
ing at Bethel. Prussia, in which 
the high command said nine chil­ 
dren were killed and 12 injured by 
R.A.F. night raiders. 
•Eye-For-An-Eye’ Action 
Another 
newspaper, 
Nachtaus- 
gabe, said that “hereafter not the 
slightest 
consideration 
need 
be 
taken” for British civilians. 
Deutsche Allgemeine Zeitung in­ 
dicated that “the scoring of ac­ 
counts will be terrible.” 
• 
The afternoon press, furthering 
the angry comment in morning pa­ 
pers, was unanimous in sentim ent 
for eye-for-an-eye action by the Ger- 
man airforce. 
There were hints of extension of 
the war in both time and space. 
They supplemented the declara­ 
tion by authorised spokesmen that 
"tangible deeds” will follow the 
axis parley in Rome, now under 
way, and coincided with official re­ 
ports on the bombardment of Lon­ 
don and England which pictured 
no deviation from the established 
nature of the last 12 days of almost 
continuous raiding. 
Day’s Action Summarized 
The high command, summarizing 
the last 24 hours’ actions, reported 
bombardment of docks and port 
facilities a t Tilbury. British gov­ 
ernm ent shipyards at Chatham, oil 
tanks at London's Victoria docks, 
several ships, including a tanker, 
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which were left burning, the Sil- 
vertown and Royal Albert docks at 
London as well as “other import­ 
ant objectives", port facilities at 
Liverpool, chemical works at Bil- 
ltngham-On-Tyne, docks a t New­ 
castle, and airports in central Eng­ 
land. 
The daily communique said th at 
the “retaliatory” attacks on London 
“continued with increased intens­ 
ity during the night" and that Nazi 
airmen in “rolling raids” struck at 
docks and other targets with heavi­ 
est caliber bombs. 
Mining Of Ports Continues 
Meanwhile, said the high com­ 
mand. “the mining of southern Eng- 
lish ports continues.” 
British plane losses yesterday 
were set at 38 as against 13 Ger­ 
man planes missing. (The British 
saki the score was 48 to 12 in 
B ritain's favor.) 
The high command also told of 
R A F. attacks In northern France 
and Belgium “without causing note­ 
worthy military damage" and a 
raid last night on w estern Germany 
in which, it was charged, the Brit­ 
ish bombed “non m ilitary targets 
and raided Bethel hospitals.” 
“Three hospital buildings were 
destroyed, although the Red Cross 
visibly identified them as such.” 
said the communique. “Nine chil­ 
d e d were killed and 12 injured.”

W illkie touched on preparedness 
last night in a speech near the home 
plate of San Diego’s baseball park. 
“If we are to defend this <*bun- 
try,” said a prepared excerpt, “ we 
m ust put our defense In charge of 
men who know industry and who 
can get the Job done for us without 
talking. 
“We must give these men tem por­ 
ary powers—powers which we shall 
take away from them when the 
emergency Is over." 
Call* Johnson ‘Idol’ 
W illkie told the crowd, which 
more than filled the perk s 10,000 
seats, that “there isn t anybody in 
this audience who couldn't have 
failed Just as completely as Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt in building a defense 
program, for we have none.” 
The 
candidate described 
Sen. 
Johnson as the idol of his boyhood, 
and added “such a hero is he to­ 
day.” 
“I followed, as all people did," 
said W inkle, “that m atchless ca­ 
reer he had as governor of Califor­ 
nia and then in the United States 
senate, where for a quarter of i 
century he has stood, the fearless 
champion of liberalism against all 
comers.” 
Before Johnson recently won re­ 
nomination on Republican, Demo­ 
cratic 
and

tickets, 
President Roosevelt told reporters 
that the senator no longer could be 
considered a liberal.

As in 1917, the nation’s election machinery has been called on for 
the duty of registering men for service. 
Twenty-three years ago, the Columbiana county election board regis­ 
tered 1.929 in E ast Liverpool, and 7,480 in the county. This time, 12.358 
are expected to register in the county, and 3.332 in the city, beoauso 
of the w ider age bracket, 21-35 now. and 21-31 in the World war.

U nder present plana, no further 
units then will be be ordered to 
service before Jan. t. 


The registration for m ilitary ser­ 
vice in the World war under the 
selective service act was conducted 
here on June 5. 1917, in the 18 vot­ 
ing precincts which then existed 
In the city. 
Of the 1.929 listed here. 1,747 
were of the Caucasian race, 37 
were Negroes, 129 were aliens and 
15 were “allen enemies 
In Columbiana county the offi­ 
cial registration of 7.480 included 
6.480 of the Caucasian race, 158 
Negroes. 846 aliens and 51 “alien 
enemies". 
The registration was conducted 
by regular election officials who 
served w ithout rem uneration. Reg­ 
istration places were open from 8 
a. rn. to IO p. rn. 
The registration wa* not con­ 
ducted w ithout opposition. 
Hand­ 
bills and literature were distrib­ 
uted on the northside and in the 
central part of the city during the 
night, urging mea to refuse to reg­ 
ister.

The Columbiana county board of 
elections, which will supervise the 
registration Oct. 16 of an expected

The forms enroute are the first 
of the series of 64 cards, question- 
sires, placards, booklets and the 
like which will be needed In the 
huge task of enrolling 16,500,000 
men next month and selecting some 
of them for m ilitary service. The 
ultimate cost of all draft printing 
la estim ated a t $1,500,000. 
Preparing 
in advance for the 
operation of the draft organiza­ 
tion, arm y and navy selective serv- 
ice officials 
estim ated that 
32.- 
000,000 registration cards, 24,000,- 
OOO registration certificates end 
24.000.000 questionnaires will be 
required. 
States Speed Work 
As the printing orders went out, 
state draft organizations already 
were taking form lo anticipation 
of 
presidential 
action. 
Illinois 
named 284 three-man draft boards 
subject to official appointment by 
Mr. Roosevelt. Other states are 
believed pursuing sim ilar courses, 
A house appropriations subcom­ 
mittee, 
meanwhile, 
called 
Gen. 
George C. Marshall, arm y chief of 
staff, to testify at a closed bear­ 
ing today on President Roosevelt's 
request on funds for starting the 
draft. 
Mr. Roosevelt asked an addi­ 
tional $1,733,886,976 cash and $207,- 
OO#,OOO contract authorizations for 
the army. navy and other govern­ 
ment branches participating In the 
defense program. 
Informed 
sources 
said 
these 
sums would be sufficient to meet 
expenditures 
for draft 
trainees 
and 
mobilized

men until well into the 1941 calen­ 
dar year. 
Tentative Allotments Raeelved 
Although final congressional ac­ 
tion on the appropriations ta ex­ 
pected to require several days, 
all states already have received 
tentative allotm ents from it to de­ 
fray the coats of printing the con­ 
scription forma and literature now 
being distributed. 
While the war departm ent was 
proceeding with it# plans for the 
conscription registration Oct. ll, 
the senate wrote into the excess 
profits tax bill a provision enab­ 
ling the President to establish al­ 
lowances for dependents of those 
drafted. 
The provision was phrased in 
broad language purposely in order 
that senate end house conferees 
may work out a more definite plan 
later. The outlay for dependents 
is expected to be relatively smell 
et first, becasse the general pol­ 
icy will be to place men who are 
supporting other members of their 
family in a deferred classification.

The guard was ordered Monday 
by

thousands of other soldiers in de­ 
fense training. The troops will re­ 
port Oct. IS. 
Adjt.-Gen Gilson D Light of the 
Ohio guard said he haa submitted 
three mobilization plans to the war 
departm ent and expects one to be 
approved shortly. About IO days 
will be necessary for rigid physi­ 
cal examinations of the guards­ 
men and issuance of equipment 
after the mobilization details are 
announced. 
To offset the anticipated rejec­ 
tion of 2,100 members of the guard 
because of physical unfitness or 
dependencies, guard officials press­ 
ed efforts to fill the vacancies with 
new enlistm ents. 
A “weedlng-out” program of men 
not fit physically has been under 
way several weeks, a spokeman at 
the adjutant general's office said 
The loss will include about 200 
officers, but little concern la felt 
ainee moat commissioned posts can 
be taken over by enlisted 
men 
commissioned 
in 
the 
National 
Guard of the United States. 
The spokesman said that all of­ 
ficers under the rank of captain 
who have dependents will be al­ 
lowed to resign 20 days after being 
mustered into service. This prob­ 
ably will cut the ranks as greatly 
aa physical unfitness.

The British fleet blazed into action in the Mediterranean 
today, shelling Italian troops marching along the Libyan-Egypi. 
ian coast. 
The naval action was reported in a communique by the 
Italian high command, which said the English men o’war at­ 
tacked Fascist troops advancing from Bardia, in Italian Libya, 
toward Sidi Bairam, 60 miles inside Egypt, already occupied by 
the Blackshirt advance guard. 
“Our airforce bombed them (the British ships), forced them to 
suspend action and put them to flight,” Mussolini's high commend as­ 
serted.

employes went rayless again Wed- 
nesday despite the separate gar­ 
bage fund set up by council to keep 
money taken in for garbage collec­ 
tions out of the general fund. 
The depletion of funds for the 
engineers' office meant that six 
office attaches also went unpaid 
for the 10th week. 
Authorized last Friday by coun­ 
cil, the fund was to hold garbage 
collection money, ear-marked sole­ 
ly4 for wages and other expenses of 
the incinerator department. 
The 
legislation was signed Saturday by 
Mayor O. Earl Green a walt. 
But no garbage collection money 
was turned in between the time the 
fund was set up and Wednesday, 
another city payday, the auditor’s 
office 
said. 
Usually the 
money 
comes in weekly installments each 
Friday. 
The separate fund was set up 
after Safety-Service Director Wil­ 
liam Watkin told council Sept. 3 
that August collections — about 
$2,000—went into the general fund 
and was used to pay other bills. 
Meanwhile, city officials 
were 
considering borrowing money to 
pay the employes, in anticipation 
of money that will be taken in for 
future collections. 
T h e ‘first step would be to fix 
official prices for garbage collec­ 
tion, which council already has dis­ 
cussed. Then the city would use 
the r a t e s to figure how much would 
be taken in for a certain period, 
against which funds could be bor­ 
rowed. 
The garbage department payroll 
totals about $700 every two weeks

I T Isn’t strange that the reality of America’s newly 
* energized and expanded defense Is only begin­ 
ning to he grasped. Even mobilization of National 
Guardsmen still seem* like something conveniently 
remote, though the Guardsmen and their families 
now know how real and Imminent the defense pro­ 
gram ultimately is going to he for everybody. 
According to on-the-scene observers In Britain, 
there existed there the same difficulty about coming

with reality.

the continent from their eyes, Britons yet found 
It hard to believe they would have to get ready to 
fight for the things they cherished. 
They dawdled a long time. It was almost May of 
1939, only four months before the government de­ 
clared war on Germany, before Great Britain un 
dertook the essential task of raising a (-adscript 
army amid bitter complaints that Downing street 
was seeing things under the tied. The task of 
equipping the army, begun at leisure, was speeded 
up during last winter, hut the army’s first engage­ 
ment with the enemy In Belgium last May Indicated 
there had been more speed than thought devoted to 


the matter. 
Perhaps the United States never will have to 
fare the ultimate reality of fighting desperately for 
survival. There Is only one possible way in all the 
world for this country to make sure that such a 
thing won’t happen. That Is to come to grips with 
the reality of preparedness In time. That Is what 
the United States la doing as sons, friends and 
neighbors prepare to defend American interests.

To 
find him we first must learn just what, in the opin- 
ion of wives, constitutes a "family man". For wears 
we have been hearing the term applied to citizens I 
in the sense that they are men with wives and chil- 
dren and who spend much time around their homes, 
but we are not satisfied. 
W e know men who could be called "family men” 
just on the basis of having families and sticking 
close to the family circle*, but who are not popular 
in those circles—whose room, in fact, would be pre- 
ferred to their company. The wife of a man who 
has some note among his acquaintances as a "family 
man" told us not long ago that the only reason he 
hung out around home a great deal was that he is 
too stingy to go anywhere else. 


\ W IF E Is naturally the hest authority on a man 
* * as a "family man". Better than the children and 
certainly much better than the neighbors. The latter 
see only the surface of events. 
A man may achieve high reputation amone the 
neighbors as a "family man” by keeping regular 
hours and maintaining a surface appearance of love 
and devotion to his family. He may fool the chil­ 
dren, but he never fools the wife. 
She Is the one who knows the true depth of his 
feeling for his home and his family. She knows how- 
much of It, is genuine and how much Is phoney and 
for what purpose It is phoney. A man may pretend 
to feel sentiment for his home and family for purely 
selfish reasons—for "face" in his community, or for 
political purposes. 


In the United States of America a reputation as 
a "family man" is highly prized politically. But the 
cleverest pretender scarcely can hornswoggle his 
wife on that particular point, though we regret to 
say that often the wife of a political pretender to 
"family man" laurels lends herself to the fraud br 
pretenses of her own. We charitably will assume 
she is afterwards slightly ashamed and let It go at 
that. 


T u b ’ wife knows how a husband provides and In 
I 
what spirit. Men who are considered good pro­ 
viders sometimes provide in the most grudging 
spirit. She has the measure of his real nature in 
every way and Is often aware even of his thoughts. 
She can tell Just when rebellion against the whole 
institution of matrimony is seething in his mind and 
he is wondering why the dickens he ever let himself 
get tangled up In the situation at all. 
A wife is psychic that way. On the same point, 
husbands are total numbskulls. While indulging in 
mental revolt against marriage and going around 
muttering to themselves that they were suckers for 
getting spliced, It never occurs to them that perhaps 
the good wife may be having similar thoughts. But 
she does. And often. How do we know ? Well. we un­ 
derstand women. Dogs and horses and little children 
and women—these we understand. It Is men who 
confuse us. 
W e do not anticipate any letters from the wiv"* 
of bogus “ family men". The wife of a phoney might 
boost him as a "family man" among the neighbors 
or to help him get a political job. or something lik* 
that. 
But 
her conscience probably would 
rebel 
against entering him in a contest for high h o n o r s 
in that respect. After all, there are limits to what a 
wife can be expected to do for a husband. 


\ V E MUST add that we are not limiting our propo- 
'» 
aition to married ladies with children. It does 
not follow that where there are no children a hus­ 
band can he any less Ihe "family man” . If we have 
any idea whatever of the term. We are not going to 
explain our idea, however, as that might be along 
the lines of what the lawyers call leading the wit­ 
ness. 


W e exclude single ladles for a reason we deem 
quite sound. The best they could do would be to 
give their theories as to what constitutes a "family 
man". We rather imagine that some of these theories 
would be mighty far-fetched as opposwl to the reali­ 
ties of the situation.

the English vice consul at the 
banquet of th** British W ar Relief 
society here Wednesday night.

president of the local war relief 
group assembled last night in the 
parish 
house 
of 
St. 
Stephen's 
Episcopal church, said heatedly: 
Wouldn’t Know Defeat 
“Britain will win this war, not 
because we must, but because a 
Britisher wouldn’t know when he 
is licked.” 
Mr. Galbraith, tracing the events 
leading up to the war, commented 
that at the outbreak many people 
at 
home 
were 
apathetic, 
and

believe 
we 
had 
a 
just 
cause for war.” 
“We have a cause now—a cause 
of fear! 
Every Englishman and 
woman now realises we are facing 
a real war. 
It is a war to pre­ 
serve the rights of every Britisher 
—the right to think and act and 
worship as he pleases. 
“Unfortunately, in the past few 
months we have lost what allies 
we had and we are fighting with 


our backs to the wall, but despite 
this we have the right to fight this 
war in a manner most satisfactory 
to our position. 
Hitler Not Invulnerable 
“Hitler said it would be only a 
matter of days, after the Belgian 
capitulation, until England would 
fall. 
Hitler erred, and this shows 
Hitler is not invulnerable.”

through which the English troops 
were saved from complete anni­ 
hilation by the so-called strategic 
retreat, and asserted:

Both in France and in England 
she watched the w ork of women 
under wartim e conditions, in their 
homes, taking the place of their 
men in industry and business and 
in special units of their own. 
“T he English people know they 
are faced with great danger—per­ 
haps even annihilation for many 
of them and their hom es—but they 
are not afraid.” she said. “I never 
have felt such a unity of spirit.

A S ‘CRADLE'FOR 


IRON ORE MINING 


History Of Business Dotted 


With Family Names Of 


Many In Lake City 


By The United Pres*. 
CLEVELAND, Sept. 19 — Cleve­ 
land is the cradle of the Iron ore 
industry, for It was Cleveland fam- 
j]leS—the Mathers. Hannas. Pick- 
ands. Wades, Oglebays and Tattles 
—who nurtured production of the 
metal from a few charcoal furnaces 
into a basic industry. 
The belief that the steel industry 
some day would be a mass produc­ 
tion industry—and thus would re­ 
quire cheap ore—led these Cleve­ 
landers to form railroad companies, 
shipping companies and iron ore 
concerns. 
The history of the Iron ore busi­ 
ness in the Great Lakes region— 
for which Cleveland is the outlet 
funnel—dates 
hack 
to 
the 
day 
when a chief of the Chippewas led 
a party of white men to a spot near 
Negaunee. Mich., on the Marquette 
range, about 1845. 
The following year these men 
formed the Jackson Mining Co. 
This concern obtained title to a

In 1905 the Jackson company— 
the first iron mining company to 
be organized in the Lake Superior 
district — was 
purchased 
by 
the 
Cleveland Iron Mining Co. 
The first shipment that came 
down the lakes amounted to six 
barrels of ore. 
That was in 1852, 
but it was not until 1S54 that the 
first 
commercial 
shipment 
was 
made — when 
1.000 
tons 
w e r e 
shipped from Marquette. 
In those days iron was dug by 
pick and shovel, transported over­ 
land by wagon and then loaded on­ 
to the lake ships. But at Sault 
Ste. Marie, now the site of an 
elaborate set of locks, the ore had 
to be unloaded, transported past 
the rapids, and reloaded on the 
other side. 
As the loading was done then by 
wheelbarrows, 
it took weeks 
to 
load and unload the ships. 
Handled Mechanically 
Today the ore is carved from the 
beds by mechanical scrapers, speed­ 
ily lifted and loaded by electrical 
hoists and trams, moved rapidly by 
railroads and ships and unloaded 
at the southern lake ports by spe­ 
cial rapid unloading equipment. 
It was the building of the Sault 
Ste. Marie locks, as much as any 
one factor, which changed the iron 
ore industry from 
a 
small-scale 
business into one of the most im­ 
portant industries in the country. 
The first set of locks a t the 
“Soo” was finished in 1855. The 
first year only 1.500 tons of ore 
moved through the locks as con­ 
trasted with the annual tonnage 
now—greater than that of the P an­ 
ama and Suez canals combined. 
Following the development of the 
Marquette range, other out-crop- 
plngs of the ore were discovered 
and exploited as transportation and 
other facilities were improved. The 
Menominee range began operations 
soon after the completion of the 
Sault Ste.
